with further economic development oppor- 


tunities on the horizon. 

Among his other efforts while in office, 
Petrolati also played a key role in procur- 
ing a $52 million bailout for the City of 
Springfield in addition to acquiring funding 
for the revitalization of the Convention 
Center and the Naismith Memorial 
Basketball Hall of Fame. 

In recent years Petrolati has led the effort 
to secure $70 million in state funding for 
the redevelopment of the Ludlow Mills 
complex. The Mill #10 building, which 
opened in the fall of 2017, has been revital- 
ized to include 74 new apartments for resi- 
dents age 50 and older. Next door, current 
efforts by project leaders WestMass Area 
Development Corporation aim to see the 
214,208-square-foot, 3-floor Mill #8 build- 
ing converted to house 89 apartment units, 
including 17 affordable housing apart- 


ments, and 40,000-square-feet of space on 
the first floor for commercial use. 

“It’s been an honor and a privilege to 
serve the people of Hampden County,’ said 
Petrolati. “Id like to thank everyone for 
their support over the years. I ran for office 
because I wanted to make a difference. I 
couldn’t have done that without the back- 
ing of the voters.” 

Petrolati gave his thanks to his wife, 
Kathy, and his daughters, Ashley and 
Dorothy, for their support. He acknowl- 
edged the dedication and hard work of 
longtime staff members Colleen Ryan, 
Ricky Burkot, Ellie Marshall, and the late 
Gary Ziencina. 

As for what comes next, the lifelong 
Ludlow resident is looking forward to 
spending time with his three young grand- 
children. Although he will be leaving 
office, Petrolati said he plans to continue 
to advocate for causes in the local area that 
remain important to him.

Eyes up, hands free 


eginning next week commuters will now have even 
B more of a reason to set their cell phones aside when 
behind the wheel. 

The Massachusetts Hands-Free Driving Law will offi- 
cially take effect as of Sunday, Feb. 23, 2020. From then 
on until March 31, violators who are caught using their cell 
phones while driving will receive a verbal warning from 
law enforcement officials. As of April 1, however, those 
found guilty of the infraction will have a greater citation 
issued to them. 

It is illegal in the commonwealth to compose or read 
texts, emails, social media, watch videos, or to use the 
camera function on cellular devices when behind the wheel 
on the car. 

Beginning this spring drivers who break the new Hands- 
Free Driving Law will receive a fine of $100 on their first 
offense. A second offense will mean an additional $250 
charge and will also require offenders to take a distracted 
driving education course. 

A third and final offense will result in a penalty of $500 
which will be surchargeable to a driver’s insurance. 

Governor Charlie Baker made Massachusetts the 21st 
state in the nation to prohibit drivers from using cell 
phones in November of 2019, nearly a decade after the 
state banned texting while driving in 2010. 

According to statistics provided by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration, in 2017 a total of 
3,166 fatal motor vehicle accidents occurred nationwide as 
a result of distracted driving. 

The 2018 Commonwealth of Massachusetts Highway 
Safety Annual Report lists a key demographic of offend- 
ers as drivers age 35 or younger largely due to cell phone 
and smartphone use. In the past 3 years these drivers have 
accounted for half of all distracted drivers in fatal crashes 
and nearly 60 percent of all drivers in a speed-related fatal 
crash. 

The Safe Roads Alliance, a national organization with 
headquarters in Massachusetts dedicated to providing 
educational services to all drivers when it comes to driving 
safely, is looking to prepare drivers for what they need to 
do with the new law entering effect. 

The new law prohibits use of a cell phone unless it is an 
emergency while allowing calls to be made in hands-free 
mode. Be sure that cell ones are affixed to the dashboard, 
center console, or windshield of a vehicle. Only one touch 
or swipe is allowed to activate GPS or to make or receive 
an emergency call as manual dialing a phone number or 
entering a GPS location 1s no longer allowed while driving. 

Before you set out on your commute, program your GPS 
while stationary and make any calls or send text messages 
before hand. Be sure to let recipients of the messages know 
that you will be driving and unable to answer the phone. 

Many phone manufacturers, such as iPhones, come 
with functions that can be enable to do not disturb while 
driving. For android phones, the downloadable app 
DriveMode will also allow for features such as incoming 
calls to be silenced and even will send automatic respons- 
es to let callers know you are driving. 

Above all else the simplest and most effective way to 
prevent distracted driving mishaps is to put away your 
cell phone and keep your eyes on the roadway.

nice with what without looking at a color 
wheel or reading some sort of explanation 
on the subject. Not every season do I “hit 
the ball out of the park” with my pair- 
ings, but most of the time I am 
satisfied. If you find your color 
combinations to be missing some 
zing, perhaps a lesson in color 
terminology that may help you 
broaden your brushstrokes. 

First of all, grab a good gar- 
dening book from your collection 
and search out the color wheel. 
You can also go online and print 
one out. Having one on hand will 
make the terms I[ use easier to 
understand and no doubt get you 
“scheming.” The complementary 
color scheme utilizes color opposites for 
the sharpest possible contrast. First, pick 
a color you’d like in your garden on the 
color wheel, say yellow for example. The 
color directly opposite yellow on the wheel

he Massachusetts Audubon Society 
reported a vesper sparrow in Hadley. 
The vesper sparrow is a fairly large 
sparrow about six inches long with a chunky 
body. a fairly small conical bill and a long, 
notched tail. Distinguishing features include 
a thin white eye ring, streaked breast and 
white outer tail feathers seen in flight. It is a 
brown sparrow with streaking. 
ince it sings mostly in the evening, 
S it got the name — vesper sparrow. Its 
song is throatier than the song spar- 
row. It usually begins with two clear notes, 
followed by two higher notes. It inhabits 
grasslands and fields across munch of the 
northern United States and Canada. 
Other western Mass. bird sightings 
Other western Massachusetts bird sight- 
ings included two Lapland longspurs in 
Hadley, two buffleheads at South Hadley 
Canal Park, six common golden eyes at 
Cobin’s Neck in Sheffield and two at the 
Stockbridge Bowl. People also reported a 
red-breasted merganser on South Pond in 
Southwick, a Merlin at Arcadia Wildlife 
Sanctuary in Northampton, a varied thrush 
in Westhampton, a hermit thrush at Ashley 
Falls and Silvio O. Conte National Wildlife

Central Massachusetts bird sightings 

There were two lesser scaup seen at the 
Westborough Wildlife Management Area, 
a red-breasted merganser at the Wachusett 
Reservoir and four sand hill cranes in 
Lancaster. A hermit thrush was seen in 
Orange and 105 brown-headed cowbirds 
near Moore State Park in Paxton. 

Cape Cod sightings 

A western tanager continues at a feeder 
in Sandwich. There were also rare records 
of late-lingering warblers. They included 
a northern parula in South Orleans and a 
black-throated blue warbler in Wellfleet,

both at private feeders. 
Bluebirds 

A Ware woman emailed, “Up, 
until this year, we’ve always 
enjoyed our short, spring vis- 
its from the beautiful bluebirds. 
This year they were here in 
December and then in January 
and now showing us their beau- 
ty in February.” She said, “Not 
just one or two or even three, 
the numbers are five to eight at 
a time. We have great seed and 
meal worms, but not caviar.” 

Bluebirds that visit feeders 
in the winter are a wonderful 
sight to behold. I had up to five 
bluebirds off and on in January. 
I have not seen them lately, 
although I continue to put out 
mealworms. Tufted titmice and

is violet. Other complementary 


color combinations are orange 
and blue and green and red. For 
an early spring planting try solid 
orange pansies with blue violas, 
beautiful! 

The analogous color scheme 
is one in which colors lie next to 
one another within a 90-degree 
angle on the wheel. Trace your 
color wheel, fold it in half and 
in half again to have a “quarter 
pie.” Position this ninety-degree 
angle over any three colors to 
achieve the analogous scheme. 
Yellow, orange and orange-red 
is a classic analogous combina- 
tion, easily achieved by utilizing 
various types of marigolds in a 
summer garden. 

A triadic color scheme is 
made from three colors that 
are the same distance from one 
another on the wheel. To find 
triads, it helps to think of the 
wheel as a clock. Just look for 
colors in the four, eight and 12 
position; rotate the wheel to see 
all of your options. Red, yellow 
and blue is a commonly used 
triad. Picture double-flowered 
red and yellow tulips with an 
underplanting of blue hyacinth,

and it is great for literacy.” 

“T have always been a huge proponent of 
the Arts, Humanities and Science creative 
Learning programs,” said Representative 
Thomas M. Petrolati. “It is important that 
these grants, which allow students the 
opportunity to experience these creative 
programs, continue to be available.” 

Granby’s grant funding will go to East 
Meadow School for the Chain Reaction 
Machines in the Classroom program. Chain 
Reaction Machines allows students to 
solve challenging, collaborative physical 
science tasks through trial and error with 
Hitchcock Center for the Environment. 

Science and Social Studies Teacher Beth 
Perron added that the program allows stu- 
dents to work with new and increasingly 
difficult science and engineering challeng- 
es. 
“All challenges involved a task to 
accomplish, a specific set of materials, 
and a time constraint. Students were given

BELCHERTOWN - The 48th annu- 
al Quabbin Valley Music Educators 
Association festival concert was held 
over the weekend at Belchertown 
High School, featuring some of the 
best student musicians from central 
and western Massachusetts. 

“It’s always really fun, mostly 
for the kids because it is a premium 
music experience,” said Matthew 
Lareau, Quabbin Music Educators 
Association Treasurer and Manager 
of the Senior Chorus. “The kids have 
a great time, and most students don’t 
get this type of experience.” 

The “Quabbin Festival” is a concert 
that combines the best local student 
musicians, vocal and instrumental, in 
one event. Students are selected for 
the festival upon recommendation of 
their own music teachers. 

According to Lareau, about 100 
students participated at the high 
school level and 80 students partic- 
ipated at the middle school level. 
The association began in 1972 when 
music teachers representing the 
Quabbin Regional School District, 
Tantasqua Regional School District, 
and the Palmer Public Schools met 
to organize an event that would pro- 
vide a musical experience of a more 
challenging nature for their students, 
according to event information. 

“It was decided to organize a con- 
cert festival which would combine the 
best student musicians from each of 
the schools into four musical ensem- 
bles: the Junior High Concert Band, 
Junior High Concert Chorus, Senior 
High Concert Choir, and Senior High 
Symphonic Band,’ the event program 
reads. 

After much deliberation, the 
Quabbin Valley Music Educators 
Association was formed and other 
schools in the region between 
Springfield and Worcester were invit- 
ed to participate. The association and 
festival are non-profit and self-funded 
with monies being used solely for the 
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operation of the rehearsals and the 
concert festival. 

By 1974, the organization had 
grown to 12 schools. Now, stu- 
dents from 22 schools participat- 
ed, including: Athol High School, 
Athol-Royalston Middle School, 
Auburn High School, Auburn Middle 
School, Baird Middle School, 
Belchertown High School, Frontier 
Regional School, Granby Junior/ 
Senior High School, Holyoke High

the community room of the Belchertown 
Police Department where throughout the 
day on Feb. 9 attendees had the chance to 
visit and use craft materials to create their 
displays. 

Heart Bombs are love letters written 
specifically to historic places. Each year 
around Valentine’s Day on Feb. 14 historic 
sites throughout the country are celebrated 
with tangible, visible expressions of love 
that often times show that the buildings are 
worth saving for future preservation. 

Amidst the changing landscape of the 
former state school the Administrative 
building is just one of many original struc- 
tures still at the location that sit intact and 
awaiting possible re-use. Built between 
1926 and 1927, the hall acted as a hub for 
leadership staff at the state school featur- 
ing offices as well as an extensive medical 
library and examination rooms. 

The Friends Association began their 
efforts last year in hopes of highlighting the 
possibility of utilizing the former admin- 
istrative building, in part, as a location 
dedicated toward the preservation of the

state school’s history in Belchertown. The 
group’s members aim to keep the build- 
ing intact with hopes of using space at the 
front of the building to maintain important 
historic records and archives regarding the 
evolution of mental health treatment in the 
commonwealth. This would leave the pos- 
sibility of having the back of the building 
utilized to generate revenue. 

Looking to the immediate future, 
Anderson said that the group will this year 
shift gears toward finding dedicated devel- 
opment partners for their initiative. 

“We want to find someone who fits the 
needs of the project,’ said Anderson, who 
said it would also be vital that any prospec- 
tive partner also be willing to work along 
side other groups such as the Economic 
Development Industrial Corporation.

Rams spoil senior 
night for Indians

WARE - Entering the second 
meeting of the regular season with 
Bi-County West rival Granby, the 
Ware Indians only needed a win 
to clinch a berth in the Western 
Mass. Division 4 boys basketball 
tournament. The Rams needed two 
victories in order to punch their 
postseason ticket. 

The Rams moved a step clos- 
er to reaching their goal with a 
59-41 road win, which spoiled the 
Indians senior night celebration, 
last Wednesday. 

“This is our ninth win of the 
season and that’s the most import- 
ant thing for us tonight,” said 
Granby head coach Tim Sheehan. 
“We haven’t had our whole team 
for most of the season and we 
were missing two guys in tonight’s 
game. I just saw a side of my team 
that I’ve been waiting to see for a 
long time. We played with a lot of 
energy and we were very unself- 
ish. It was also our best defensive 
performance of the season.” 

It was the second fewest points 
allowed by the Rams this sea- 


son. They gave up 36 points in a 
non-league home victory against 
Pioneer Valley Christian in the 
third game of the regular season. 

Granby battled Ware in last 
week’s contest without senior 
guard Luis Gaj and junior forward 
Dylan Moriarty. 

The Rams, who swept the sea- 
son series against the Indians, 
began the final week of the regular 
season with 10-8 overall record. 
They finished with a 3-5 league 
record. Their only other league 
win came at Monson at the begin- 
ning of January. 

The Rams secured a berth in the 
Division 4 tournament two nights 
later by posting a 67-50 non- 
league road win versus Bay State 
Academy. 

The Indians (10-9, 4-4) also 
qualified for the postseason tour- 
nament, which starts next week, 
last Friday night. They snapped 
a two-game losing streak with a 
74-69 overtime road win against 
Monson.

Western Mass. tournament 
important to area athletic 
directors, coaches

REGION — One representa- 
tive from each of the 380 MIAA 
member high schools will be 
voting on the new statewide 
tournament proposal on Feb. 
28 at Assabet Valley Regional 
Technical High School located 
in Marlborough. 

Several Western Mass. ath- 
letic directors and coaches have 
expressed their concerns about 
the new plan. At the top of the 
list is how the new statewide 
tournament will impact the 
future of the Western Mass. 
tournaments. 

“T think the Tournament 
Management Committee has 
done a tremendous job of put- 
ting together this proposal and 
they’ve done their research,” 
said Ludlow Athletic Director 
Tim Brillo. “The biggest con- 
cern in this area is making 
sure that we can maintain the

Western Mass. Championships. 
I’m hoping we'll still be able to 
do that.” 

If the new tournament plan 
does pass on the Feb. 28, a 
Western Mass. tournament 
could still possibly be held 
during the final week of the reg- 
ular season in each team sport. 

“It might be like how the 
NCAA does it now in basket- 
ball,’ added Brillo, who’s cur- 
rently a member of the MIAA 
Board of Directors. “They hold 
a conference tournament prior 
to the start of the NCAA tourna- 
ment. I’m really hoping that we 
can do the same type of thing 
with all of our sports. Changes 
are always scary and difficult.” 

At its January meeting, the 
Board of Directors voted 14-3 
in favor of the statewide tourna- 
ment proposal. 

Brillo isn’t really sure what 
the outcome of the vote will be 
on Feb. 28. 

If the new statewide plan is 
approved, it will go into effect 
at the start of the 2021-2022 
school year. 

Currently the winner of each

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Tigers reach tournament 
with win over Colts

HOLYOKE — It might’ve taken an 
extra week to achieve, but the South 
Hadley Tigers will be one of the high 
school hockey teams from Western 
Massachusetts competing in this year’s 
Division 3A tournament, which begins 
next week. 

The Tigers clinched a postseason berth 
for the second year in a row by dispatch- 
ing Fay Division rival Chicopee Comp, 
5-1, at Fitzpatrick Arena in Holyoke, last 
Saturday afternoon. 

“Tt did take us an extra week to qualify 
for the postseason tournament, which I’m 
not very happy about,” said South Hadley 
head coach Larry Camus. “The pressure 
is off of us now and we need to continue 
playing well in our final two regular sea- 
son games.” 

The Tigers, who lost to Easthampton 
in a quarterfinal game a year ago, only 
held a 2-1 lead against Comp until the 
final three minutes of the fourth period. 
That’s when they pulled away by scoring 
three goals. 

The victory improved South Hadley’s 
overall season record to 10-7-1 and they 
had a 5-4 league record. 

The Tigers, who had lost their previ- 
ous two matches, were slated to wrap- 
up league play against Chicopee on 
President’s Day. They then closed out the 
regular season by playing a non-league 
match versus Southwick on Wednesday 
night. 

The Colts (6-11-2, 1-7-1) won’t be 
playing a postseason tournament game 
for the second consecutive year. They 
played very well during the first 42 min- 
utes against the Tigers. 

“We were able to hang in there against 
a very good South Hadley squad until the 
final three minutes,” said Comp first-year 
head coach Brett DiClementi. “My guys 
played very hard and we were hoping to 
win another game today. We’re a young 
team and we’ve come a long way since 
the start of the year. The future does look 
very bright for us.” 

Comp’s seniors are: Colby Spear, 
Johnny Lewis, Josh King, and Tanner 
Fournier. The foursome took photos with 
their family members and the coach- 
ing staff in a ceremony held prior to the 
opening faceoff. 

“Our four seniors are great kids and 
they’re outstanding team leaders,” 
DiClementi added. “They’ve worked 
very hard in every game this season and 
we re going to really miss them a lot next 
year.” 

The only South Hadley senior is Mike 
Mazza. 


Chicopee Comp, along with Chicopee 
High School and Belchertown, are the 
only three Division 3A hockey teams 
in Massachusetts that do not co-op with 
another high school. 

Comp did manage to keep the match 
scoreless for the first eight minutes of the 
opening period. 

The Tigers, who co-op with Granby 
High School, broke the ice at the 8:17 
mark when a shot attempt by junior 
Thenis Tsilibocos sailed into the net 
past freshman goalie Zack Canavan (15 
saves), who made his first varsity start. 
Zack’s older brother, Victor, who’s a 
sophomore, is normally the Colts goalie, 
but he was on a class trip to Spain. 

“This wasn’t the first time that 
Zack played in a varsity hockey game, 
but it was his first start as a goalie,” 
DiClementi said. “Victor is normally our 
starting goalie, but he’s away on a class 
trip. I thought Zack played a great game 
today and I’m very proud of him.” 

The goal by Tsilibocos, which was 
assisted by junior Ryan Tucker and fresh- 
man Nate Loughman, was the only one 
scored by either team during the first 
period. 

The Colts did have two power-play 
opportunities during the first five min- 
utes of the second period. They had two 
shots on goal by sophomore Nick Farrell 
and another one by sophomore Dylan 
Seymour, but the score remained 1-0. 

The duo of Tsilibocos and Tucker 
hooked up for South Hadley’s second 
goal, which came at the 6:15 mark. 
This time, Tucker scored the goal and 
Tsilibocos was credited with the assist. 

South Hadley junior goalie Anthony 
Cigal (19 saves) shutout bid came to an 
end with 1:18 left in the second period 
following a backhanded goal by sopho- 
more Danny Stefanik.

The winner of that contest plays 
the Eastern Mass. champion in the 
state finals. 

“There are some inequities on 
how a team currently gets into the 
tournament,” Brillo said. “There 
is a seeding inequity and there is 
a difference in number of games 
played, especially in Eastern 
Mass., to get to the state finals.” 

Under the new statewide plan, 
the top 32 teams in each Division 
will be ranked by Maxpreps and 
they’ll automatically qualify for 
the postseason tournament.
